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RECORD CROWD EXPECTED AT NOTRE DAME 


News that the 1959 North American 
Liturgical Week, at Notre Dame Univer- 
sity Aug. 23-26, would be honored by the 
presence of Giacomo Cardinal Lercaro, 
of Bologna, is expected to bring one of 
the largest assemblies in the history of 
the Liturgical Conference to Notre Dame 
University this summer. 


The dynamic Italian Cardinal, known 
both for his success in fighting Commu- 
nism and his enthusiasm for the cause of 
the liturgy, will speak on “The Liturgy 
and Social Action” on Monday evening, 
August 24. At that time an honorary de- 
gree will be conferred on him by the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame. 


By a vote of the Board of Directors, 
the theme of this year’s Liturgical Week 
was changed, after the Holy See had 
published its epochal Instruction on Par- 
ticipation by the Laity in the Liturgy, to 
a consideration of this Instruction and 
of practical methods by which it can be 


OUR FIRST REGIONAL WEEK 


The word is suspect in some quarters, 
ut it’s the only one that adequately de- 
‘cribes our first regional week: enthu- 
jasm. It was caught from the hard- 
lriving Bishop Waters, of Raleigh, for- 
nerly President of the Conference, who 
nvited us to his diocese and kept the 
empo of the gathering up by his, per- 
onal presence and participation in all 
he sessions, his offering of the Pontifi- 
al Mass that opened the week and his 
residing at the Solemn Mass which con- 
luded it. It spread through the 2600 
satholics from all over North Carolina 
yho assembled at the magnificent au- 
itorium in Charlotte and sang the Pon- 
ifical Mass with their shepherd. It was

aembers of our Board of Directors, and 
iven direction by constant reference to 
he instructions of the Holy See. In a 
tatement summarizing the Week, the 
yhairman, Monsignor Charles Gable, 
ave sober and realistic expression to 
he spirit of enthusiasm which had char- 
cterized it: 


“Any evaluation of the First Southeast- 
m Regional Liturgical Week will have 
» begin with the local and regional con- 
itions. There are five parishes in the 
ity of Charlotte, with an estimate of 
000 Catholics. While there have been 
lassed gatherings from time to time, it 
; safe to say that there have not been 
nough over a long period of time to 
lake something of the kind a common 


experience. And the temperament of the 
people of the south is conservative and 
therefore not given to much curiosity for 
something new. 


“Against that background then, a gath- 
ering of 2600 people for the Trinity Sun- 
day Mass was indeed a splendid showing, 
particularly since the hall that was used 
was filled to capacity, with many stand- 
ing. There were approximately 1900 
Holy Communions. The procession was 
led by all the Sisters from the various 
communities present. His Excellency, 
Bishop Waters, offered the pontifical 
Mass. A score of Monsignori and priests 
were present. Monsignor Martin B. Hell- 
riegel, of Holy Cross parish, St. Louis, 
preached the sermon, 


“The actual introduction to the Liturgi- 
cal Week began Sunday evening in the 
auditorium of St. Patrick’s School. The 
President of the Liturgical Conference, 
Father Shawn Sheehan, discussed the 
new directives of the Holy See with re- 
gard to participation, and the Secretary 
of the Conference, Father William J. 
Leonard, S.J., outlined their theological 
basis. 


“One of the features of the program 
was the remarkable integration of the 
various topics that are intimately con- 
nected with lay participation in the Holy 
Sacrifice. This was the work of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Liturgical Con- 
ference, following the program suggested 
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carried out. Great interest has been al- 
ready expressed, especially by parish 
priests and musicians, and the coming of 
the Cardinal, in whose diocese active par- 
ticipation by the people is normal proce- 
dure, is expected to clarify understand- 
ing of the Decree and arouse enthusiasm 
for it. 

The Cardinal has a particular interest 
in church architecture. He has written 
extensively on this subject, and spon- 
sored influential exhibits of contempo- 
rary church buildings in Bologna. He has 
also been profoundly interested in the 
reform of the Breviary, pointing out the 
difficulties encountered by priests today 
in making the Divine Office a vital 
prayer. 

An additional cosmopolitan flavor will 
be given to this year’s Liturgical Week 
by the presence of Dom Gregory Murray, 
O.S.B., of Downside Abbey, England, 
well-known musician and composer, who 
will speak on Wednesday, August 26, on 
“The New Instruction and the Modern 
Liturgical Movement.” 


The study of the new Instruction, de- 
signed to be eminently realistic, will be 
inaugurated by Father Andrew Greeley 
of Chicago and Dr. Thomas Caulfield of 
Boston, who will look long and hard at 
the problems encountered by both clergy 
and laity in developing congregational 
participation. Father Frederick Mc- 
Manus, of Catholic University’s Canon 
Law Faculty, will discuss the legal force 
of the Instruction and some of its con- 
tributions to the body of the Roman 
Liturgy. Father Godfrey Diekmann, al- 
ways one of the most effective speakers 
at Liturgical Weeks, will survey the his- 
tory of Christian piety for the rightful 
place of popular participation. Finally, 
in an effort to be helpful and practical, 
the Conference has invited Mr. Theodore 
Marier, long a successful leader of sing- 
ing congregations, to present a demon- 
stration of sung Mass on film. This film, 
with its accompanying tape, will also be 
on sale at the Week. (See elsewhere in 
this issue for further information.) 


For theologians in general, and espe- 
cially those interested in the sacraments, 
there will be a special Institute on Tues- 
day and Wednesday on Sacramental 
Theology. 


Twenty study groups and workshops 
will divide those in attendance for par- 
ticular specialties and interests. New 
this year are the evening regional meet- 
ings, designed to help people from the 
same areas to get acquainted and to plan 
regional meetings for the solution of 
common problems. 

The last afternoon (Wednesday) of the 
Week has been reserved in its entirety 
for the Conference’s business meeting. 
All members in good standing are en- 
titled to attend this meeting and to vote.

They also 
recite the Gloria, Credo, Pater, etc. At 
Sunday Mass the Epistle and Gospel are 
read in English by a layman at the ap- 
propriate time.” 


e Maryknoll Overseas Extension Service 
has put a Spanish-Aymara Ritual on the 
market, dated October 7, 1958, with the 
Imprimatur of the Archbishop of La Paz. 
Father J. F’. Grassi, M.M., is now at work 
on a Ritual for Guatemala. 


In April, 1957, the Dutch Bishops pub- 
lished a new Marriage Rite, featuring a 
stirring and beautiful litany-like blessing 
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on the newlyweds in the vernacular. Bel- 
gium’s eleven bishops immediately ap- 
pointed an interdiocesan board to work 
out a similar ceremony for Belgium. This 
was promulgated by a decree of the Con- 
gregation of Rites, June 24, 1958, which 
praises this use of the vernacular ‘ad 
fidem christifidelium augendam.”’ 


e An International Study Week on the 
Missions and the Liturgy will be held at 
Nijmegen, Holland, September 12-19, 
1959, especially for Bishops, Superior- 
Generals of Orders with representatives 
in mission territories, and other influen- 
tial persons. His Eminence Cardinal 
Gracias of Bombay will give the opening 
and closing talks; among others who will 
speak are the Ordinaries of Pontianak, 
Borneo; Calapan, P. I.; Nagpur, India; 
Inongo, Africa; Bangalore, India. Some 
of the topics are the following: “The 
Urgency of Liturgical Renewal in the 
Mission Situation of Today”; ‘‘The Pos- 
sibilities of Forms of the Mass in Mission 
Territories’; “The Liturgy of Baptism, 
or the Catechumenate”; “Should We 
Work Toward Permanent Deacons in the 
Missions ?”; “Local Customs, Especially 
Funeral Customs, and the Liturgy”; ‘“Li- 
turgical Training of Future Mission- 
aries.” The organizer of the Study Week 
is the tireless Father Johannes Hofinger, 
S.J., director of the Institute for Mission 
Apologetics in Manila, whose schedule 
this year takes him from Manila to 
Bangkok to Singapore to Australia to 
California to Europe to Africa (Ghana, 
Tanganyika, Rhodesia, Sudan) to India 
and back.to Manila.

“Among all the ideas which currently) 
flood the modern apostolate, yours im-i 
presses me as one of the most excellent.”’ 
This was an unsolicited tribute, from thes 
Superior of a Trappist Monastery, to Dr.r 
and Mrs. Alfred Berger’s Tape-of-the- 
Month Club. Launched in February withl 
a mailing of tapes to twelve members,3 
the Club had two hundred by mid-April.] 
And since the members must previousl 
agree to lead at least two discussions © 
each tape, the two hundred eet 
have been using the tapes for at leasti 
four hundred discussions each month. 


The members have no obligation ex-; 
cept to gather their friends and listen to 
these tapes; there is no rental fee on 
other expense save the cost of retu 
mailing. All that is needed is a standa 
tape-recorder operating at 3% speed. 


The idea of the Club originated wit 
Dr. and Mrs. Berger after last year’s 
Cincinnati Week. They reasoned that thee 
excellent speakers who had lectured at 
this and preceding Weeks deserved aig 
wider hearing among people who had not) 
been able to be present. So they made 
master tapes and duplicated them im 
quantity—on the Bergers’ kitchen table. 
with a staff of friends and neighbors tod 
help with the mailing and checking. 

The response was startling. 95 priests 
became members, 54 Sisters, 25 seminar- 
ians, 26 laypeople. The tapes are beings 
used in 66 parish groups, 36 seminaries. 
32 convents, 21 apostolic groups, 16 col-4 
leges, 13 high schools, 6 novitiates for 
Sisters, 1 retreat house, and 1 hospital 
The State of Illinois has the most mem-~4 
bers (21); California (14) is second; Ohio 
has 13 and Michigan and Wisconsin 11 
27 other states are represented as well 
as the District of Columbia; ten mem- 
bers live in Canada.

liturgy from seminaries and houses of 
‘study in the Washington, D. C., area met 
at DeSales Hall, Hyattsville, Maryland. 
Five brief talks were given, followed by 
a discussion period. It is hoped ulti- 
mately to publish the talks given at this 
and at subsequent sessions of the group; 
the volume will be edited by Father John 


Miller, C.S.C., of our Program Committee, 
who teaches at Holy Cross College, 
Washington. The Spring meeting of the 
group was held at Holy Cross, with three 
papers on the liturgical orientation of 
the courses in sacred theology: Father 
Charles A. Schleck, C.S.C., Professor of 
Dogmatic Theology, Holy Cross College, 
spoke on “Liturgy in the Dogma Course’; 
Father Gregory Stevens, O.S.B., Profes- 
sor of Moral Theology, St. Anselm’s Pri- 
ory, and member of the Department of 
Religious Education of Catholic Univer- 
sity, discussed “Liturgy in the Moral 
Course”; Father John P. McCormick, 
S.8S.,. Rector of Theological College, 
spoke on “Liturgy in the Ascetics 
Course.” 


e Our Host Bishop for this year’s Litur- 
gical Week, Bishop Pursley of Fort 
Wayne, issued a directive for his diocese 
from which we quote in part: ‘‘We share 
the desire (of the late Holy Father) to 
make this greatest treasure of the Divine 
Liturgy a more fruitful source of grace 
to our people. . . . Holy Mass must not 
be what it so often is allowed to be—an 
individual and isolated service. It must 
be for all of us what St. Augustine called 
it—the bond of unity drawing us all 
closer to our Lord and closer to each 
other in the living realization of our com- 
mon membership in His Mystical Body.” 
His Excellency decreed that henceforth 
at any Mass where the faithful are as- 
sisting they are to make at least the re- 
sponses Et cum spiritu tuo, Gloria tibi, 
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Domine, Habemus ad Dominum, Dignum 
et justum est, Sed libera nos a malo, and 
Deo gratias.. The Religious Bulletin of 
the University of Notre Dame printed 
these responses, together with the words 
and music of an entrance and dismissal 
hymn in the vernacular, as inserts for 
the students’ missals. 


e Bishop Mark Carroll of Wichita is 
eager, says the Kansas edition of The 
Register, that ‘‘there be an end to mute 
and indifferent attendance at the Holy 
Sacrifice. He has appealed especially to 
the women of his diocese to study the 
Mass and prepare themselves for partici- 
pation in both High and Low Mass, and 
appointed Father Joseph Bartos to direct 
their work. 


e On Father-Daughter day at Manhat- 
tanville College, Purchase, N. Y., April 
11, the fathers were inivted to attend 
classes. During a demonstration of 
Gregorian Chant in which the Pius X 
Choir performed, the fathers showed so 
much interest that they actually took 
part in a choir practice. The following 
morning they participated in singing a 
High Mass and joined in when the choir 
sang Psalm XXII in the Gelineau version. 


e At Brown University, Providence, 
Rhode Island, Manhattanville girls were 
surprised to hear beautiful liturgical 
singing in a Catholic chapel where Mon- 
signor Arthur Geoghegan has promoted 
a strong liturgical spirit and enthusiastic

e In the Bishop’s Bulletin, official publi- 
cation of the Diocese of Sioux Falls, 
South Dakota, His Excellency Bishop 
Lambert A. Hoch writes as follows: “The 
Bishop has been busy during April in 
meeting with his priests throughout the 
Diocese to clarify a special instruction 
which the Holy See has issued in refer- 
ence to the participation of all our peo- 
ple in the Liturgy of the Mass. For many 
years, the people’s part in our corporate 
act of worship has been fulfilled vicar- 
iously through the altar boy who was 
trained to answer the Mass for the peo- 
ple. With the expansion of our educa- 
tional program and with the development 
of our means of communication, the 
Church has decided that it is now time 
for our people to speak for themselves in 
the great act of Community Worship 
which is our Mass. Thus our priests will 
now begin to explain to the people what 
is meant by Lay Participation in the 


Mass and how it is to be achieved. With 
this explanation and the cooperation of 
our people, all will experience better the 
meaning of the words of the Mass: ‘Pray, 
brethren, that your sacrifice and mine 
may be acceptable to God the Father al- 
mighty.’ The participation of our people 
is urged for both the Sung Mass and the 
Read Mass. At first, we shall begin with 
the simplest responses in order to gain 
confidence and to acquire a spiritual rel- 
ish for ‘our’ part in the Mass. When this 
is accomplished, we shall try to perfect 
and complete the participation which the 
Church now approves and enjoins. Our 
choir directors and organists will need 
to learn much of the content of the 
Church’s new Instruction so that they 
can carry out the mind of the Church in 
the Mass. It will mean also that we may 
have to ‘un-learn’ some of the melodies 
and practices that have crept into our 
churches without proper approval. The 
new Instruction is meant for the Church 
Universal and it will add much to our 
appreciation of the Mass and enable us 
to share more fully in the indescribable 
riches of the Holy Sacrifice.” 


e Father Joseph Munier, generous cor-

the Detroit Clergy Conferences in March, 
where papers were read by Father Wil- 
liam J. Scherzer (on methods of partici- 
pation) and Father Robert V. Ryan (on 
liturgical music). The Archbishop made 
it clear that the Instruction now has the 
force of law and must be followed ex- 
actly. 


e Cardinal Cushing’s “News. Notes from 
the Cardinal in the Pilot for May 9 read 
in part as follows: “Throughout the 
Archdiocese (of Boston) steps are being 
taken these days to give the people a 
more active part in the Mass. The Holy 
See decreed in October that this should 
be done everywhere. In these ‘Notes’ on 
November 8 I suggested ways to start 
Dialogue Mass in those parishes which 
had not already done so. In March I sent 
a letter cn this matter to the priests, as 
reported in the Pilot of March 28. That 
letter was written to insure uniformity 
and to encourage “those who had been 
slow to start. From the reports we are 
receiving some valuable observations can 
be made.

director of the Cecilia Society of Boston 
and choirmaster at St. Paul’s Church, 
Cambridge. 


e We are indebted to The Catholic Choir-. 


master for the following quotations. 
Archbishop William O. Brady of St. Paul: 
“Now that we have this Instruction from 
Rome, it is not a matter of debate 
whether or not promulgation is neces- 
sary. The Sacred Congregation has 
spoken. The directives must be applied.” 
Archbishop Joseph F. Rummel of New 
Orleans, urging more active participation 
of the laity in the liturgy: “Too many 
of our people, although they use missals, 
are not in intimate contact with what is 
taking place at the altar. Some read 
books of devotion that have no connec- 
tion with the Mass. Others listlessly re- 
cite routine prayers—and hope the priest 
will not speak too long.’’ Bishop Stephen 
S. Woznicki of Saginaw, Michigan, estab- 
lishing a 16-member Commission on the 
Liturgical Apostolate, Sacred Music, and 
the Arts: ‘We feel that the purpose of 
the liturgical apostolate would be best 
Served by establishing one commission 
charged with the responsibility of pro- 
moting the pastoral liturgy and of pro- 
moting and supervising sacred art and 
music.” 


e “There was a time when liturgical 
thinking was relegated to the rubrics 
class. In those days rubrics and liturgy 
were synonymous. Fortunately—and at 
last—a distinction is being made between 
the two and liturgy is coming into its 


own. Coming, that is. We have a long : 


way to go; we have a real need for clear 
liturgical thinking. We need rubricians, 
indeed; but we need liturgists also.’ So 
Father Aloysius Knoll, O.F.M.Cap., in 
The Catholic Choirmaster, Spring, 1959, 
who goes on in his article to stress the 
principle of the distribution of roles in 
liturgical worship: “Our people want to 
be doing and helping along at the Mass; 
they need to be shown how and given the 
opportunity. The priest, the people, the 
choir—this is the trilogy that will make 
liturgical worship a reality.” 


e Father Shawn Sheehan was one of 
three speakers at a program presented 
by St. Francis Xavier Parish in Wey- 
mouth, Mass., under the direction of 
Father Mark Noonan, and attended by 
600 parishioners. The other speakers 
were Father Alfred Longley of Minne- 
apolis, of our Board of Directors, and 
Father. William J. Leonard, S.J., of Bos- 
ton College, Secretary of the Conference. 


e From a men’s Catholic college: “We 
have shifted here from our tradition of 
compulsory and frankly ‘police-method’ 
of attendance at Mass to completely vol- 
untary attendance. The result has been 
most encouraging. There are three 
Masses in the morning, two at the noon 
hour, and one in the late afternoon, and 
the prefects of dormitories make it un- 


derstood that all residents are expected 
to attend, and do their best to put pru- 
dent personal pressure on where it seems 
needed. The effect has been to relieve 
the religious exercises of the burden of 
being the disciplinary norm. All restric- 
tions now imposed on our residents are 
aimed at the common good and the pro- 
motion of academic ends.” 


e Cincinnati continues to press the initia- 
tive. During the first six months of 1959, 
the Archdiocesan Council of Catholic 
Men, with the approval of Archbishop 
Alter, conducted a special program, 
known as “Unto the Altar of God.” Its 
purposes: (1) to bring about a deeper 
knowledge and love of the Mass among 
the men of the Archdiocese; (2) to coop- 
erate with the directives of the Most 
Reverend Archbishop concerning a more 
active participation of the laity in the 
Mass; (3) to train men in every deanery 
and parish capable of planning and exe- 
cuting programs on the Mass in their 
parish Holy Name Societies. Two Arch- 
diocesan Training Institutes were held, 
with 125 key representatives at the Cin- 
cinnati meeting and 80 at the Dayton 
meeting Since then six Deanery Coun- 
cils have had similar Institutes for larger 
numbers of parish delegates. Now the 
reports of programs in the parish socie- 
ties are coming in. 


e Father John Miller, C.S.C., of our 
Board of Directors, has written a text- 
book for seminarians on the sacred lit- 
urgy which will be published this sum- 
mer by Fides Publishers, Chicago. It will 
be suited for private study as well as 
classroom use, and will be called “Fun- 
damentals of the Sacred Liturgy.” 


e At Detroit, in April, three workshops 
of the convention of the National Coun- 
cil of Catholic Men concerned the Lit- 
urgy. From our Board of Directors, Fa- 
thers Alfred Longley, Leo Trese, Paul 
Marx, and Frederick McManus took 
part. A Dialogue Mass was celebrated 
each morning, with full participation in 
the simple responses and the ordinary, 
and English hymns. Mr. John Mannion, 
of the NCCM staff, was commentator 
and leader. At our request, and with the 
generous collaboration of Father Trese, 
the Grail Center of Detroit created and 
staffed a handsome exhibit of materials 
concerning the Liturgy. We are very 
grateful indeed for the rich talents and 
the time lavished on this project by the 
Grail. 


e A member of the Conference, Mr. Rob- 
ert Bouleris, M.M., of Maryknoll Semi- 
nary, has prepared a series of ten para- 
liturgical leaflets designed originally to 
be used in Confraternity Released-Time 
religious instruction classes. Sung by 
some groups and recited by others, these 
very effective leaflets teach both the sea- 
sonal theme and the prayer of the 
Church, and have been found to help dis- 
cipline greatly. The Catechetical Guild 
will publish the leaflets in pamphlet 
form, and may include a recording to ac- 
company and demonstrate them.

O’Connell, Father Paul Byron of Char- 
lotte, and Sister Maureen, C.S.A., of 
Cleveland. 


“The Conference closed with Solemn 
Mass coram Episcopo, the celebrant fac- 
ing the people, and the people participat- 
ing by means of an offertory procession, 
Holy Communion, and song.

olic Herald: “The liturgists in England 
are a scattered flock; apart from the So- 
ciety of St. Gregory, the Vernacular So- 
ciety, and one or two similar bodies, and 
the opportunities afforded them from 
time to time to come together at some 
‘sympathetic’ centre, generally monastic, 
they have no place where they can meet, 
argue, and exchange ideas.’ So Father 
Norman Swinton, assistant at a parish 
in Kent, says: “I have long desired to

¢ NC despatch from Vatican City, March 
21: “Use of the vernacular in chanting 
the Passion and Prophecies of the Holy 
Week rites has been granted to all the 
dioceses of Germany. The concession was 
granted by Pope John XXIII through a 


decree of the Congregation of Rites. It is 


limited to this year only and is being 
permitted as an experiment. The permis- 
sion affects the rites on Palm Sunday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Good Friday, when 
the Passion is chanted in the liturgy, and 
Saturday’s Easter Vigil rites for the 


chanting of the Prophecies. The unprece- 


dented move by the Congregation of 
Rites in favor of the use of the vernacu- 
lar is being greeted here as a milestone 
in the history of the Church’s liturgy. 
Although the decree made the concession 
as an experiment, it is generally thought 
here that it will be received enthusiasti- 
cally and that its success will eventually 
lead to the extension of the concession to 
the world. The decree originated with a 
request made by His Eminence Josenh 
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
